COAL, AND ITS VARIETIES, 

Sir,—The immense amount of capital and labour embarked in the oo.) 
mining industry invests the coal question with much interest, whether we 
consider the varieties, the chemistry, or the properties of coal, the working 
of collieries, or the social condition of colliers.. In a lecture recently deli. 
vered to the students of the School of Mines, Jermyn-street, some ye 
valuable information was given, and I regret that miners generally havens 
more opportunities for obtaining an insight into the theory of mining than 
they have at present. It was stated that there was a curious transition 
what might be called coal proper, for from cannel they desceniled almos: 
uninterruptedly to what was really a piece of slate, more or less carbon. 
aceous. Passing from coal, and the associated bodies which consisted of 
carbonaceous matter in a semi-fluid state, they came to a series of minerals 
which might be classed under the same head. These was a variety of coal 
termed jet, which was capable of being highly polished, and a species of 
cannel which had much the same character as the real jet; this was sup- 

to be bitumen or mineral pitch, probably a correct supposition, 
The lecture I allude to is particularly interesting, as the substances qj}; 
to coal received a large share of attention; so that it was not of the ordj 
stereotyped character, alike useless and tedious to students. Asphaltum, 
or bitumen, is usually found in lakes, and occasionally in drops and stalac. 
tite forms. It has a hardness of 2, and specific gravity 1'1, a pitch black 
lustre, and burns with a thick smoke. In Trinidad it may be seen in ery. 
tals which have been dried by the sun, and at several places in the Ionian 
Islands it occurs in the same form. The liméstone forming the sides of the 
Valley of Jordan contains it in small particles, the bitumen oozing through 
the limestone, and then floating into the Dead Sea, where it is collected jp 
lumps, and manufactured into various articles of ornament, which fetch g 
high price. It is also contained in the coal shales of the Yorkshire, Dey. 
byshire, and Lancashire coal fields, and is found flowing upwaris in amass 
of rocks to the north-east of Shrewsbury. Ata place called Pitchford the 
bitumen has accumulated in such quantities that many barrels a month can 
be obtained. In some copper lodes in Cornwall large spots and drops are 
seen mingled with the ore and spar, and at Shelve, Shropshire, the same 
thing oceurs, but the most striking appearance is in Derbyshire, where the 
bitumen is contained in the cavities of the calcareous spar, nothing showing 
it more completely than the delicate stalactites hanging from the roof of 
the mine. ‘This mineral sometimes takes the form of naphtha, and issyes 
as a spring; and petroleum, rock oil, and mineral tar are but varieties be. 
tween the colourless naphtha and the more solid bitumen. 

A singular species of bitamen—elaterite or elastic bitumen—occurs jn 
masses at Castleton, Derbyshire, in Connecticut, and in parts of France, 
It was originally supposed to be a subterranean fungus; it is of a blackish 
brown colour, has a resinous lustre, and a peculiar, but not disagreeable, 
odour. Ozocerite, or mineral wax, is another peculiar variety; it is amor. 
phous, although found in a fibrous state, looking like ae a of wood; 
its specific gravity is under 1, it has a brownish tint, inclininy to yellow, 
and sometimes to a rich red by transmitted light; it yields to pressure, and 
has an aromatic, but not disagreeable, odour; itfuses at 140 degrees Fabr,, 
and boils at 250 degrees Fahr.: this is the English variety from Urpeth 
Colliery, near Newcastle-on-Tyne; the Moldavian variety is rather less sen- 
sible to heat. Hatchetine, or mineral tallow, is found at Ebbw Vale, in 
Wales, and at Loch Fyne, in Argyleshire; it is of the consistency of sper- 
maceti, translucent, has a slight pearly lustre, feels greasy to the touch, 
melts into a transparent colourless liquid, which becomes opaque and white 
on cooling, and emits, when heated, a bituminous odour. Passing over 
some rarer minerals we come to amber, which occurs in the tertiary brown 
coal formation; the vegetable origin of amber is now indisputable, being 
derived from the resins of extinct conifere. The north-western parts of 
Germany supply the largest quantity of amber; and it is from Courland 
and Lithunia that most of the amber that comes into commerce is derived. 
Large quantities of amber are collected on the Baltic coast, under the au- 
thority of the Prussian Government. Amber is employed largely in che- 
mical acids, but many substances are called acids which are only connected 
withthem. The carboniferous system contains so many objects of interest 
that volumes might be written upon it, and such lectures as those of Mr. War- 
ington Smyth cannot fail to produce a love of studying the subjects “ which

COAL NEAR LONDON. 


Sir,—Having just returned from a professional visit to Portugal, my attention has been 
called to a paragraph in your Journal of May 29, wherein you give a quotation froma 
paper read by Mr. Godwin-Austin, F.R.S., before the Royal Institution of Great Britain, 
“On the Conditions which determine the probability of Coal being found beneath the 
South-Eastern parts of England.” In that paper Mr. Godwin-Austin, referring to my 
lease of Sutton Manor, stated that the trials for coal there were not proceeded with, be- 
cause the estimated expense (1000/.) could not be obtained. Permit me respectfully to 
inform Mr. Austin, and the public generally, that the chief and only cause of delay has 
arisen from the death of the proprietor of Sutton Manor, which has occasioned some tem- 
porary difficulties. The moment those difficulties ate removed the Sutton Manor pro- 
ject will be resumed by myselfand friends with increased vigour. Meantime, it is hoped 
that the scientific and pains-taking few in geological research will contribute any in- 
formation in their power calculated to enlighted the public mind iu so important a sub- 
ject as “ Coal near London.” — Rosemary Villas, Islington, June 15. STEPHEN N&gal 


THE REDUCTION OF MINERALS. 


Sir,—I beg leave to inform Mr. Clement that, notwithstanding the variable character 
of lodes, the mechanical and chemical operations applied to extract the metals seldom 
require much modification in the routine. Tin in granite and tin in a siliceous state 
would be, and is, treated alike. So with gold—gold in quartz, gold in slate, gold in por- 


phyry and in pyrites, or mixed, would be reduced in the same way, with the exception 
of slight modifications in the manipulations. It would, indeed, be a very serious affair 
in mining were we obliged to vary our process according to the variable contents of the 
veins in quartz and slate. Even in the delicate process of amalgamation to extract 
silver we do not require to alter the process as the veins vary in quality from quartzose 
to slaty. We arrange the work to suit the average qv’ ty of the matrix, and by the aid 
of practical science reduced into a regular system, with attention and good machinery, 
we are enabled to make very poor mines pay. As an example, the St. John del Rey 
Company last year reduced 86,335 tons of auriferous stuff, composed of pyrites, quartz, 
and slate. This quantity was crushed by means of 128 stamp-heads, working daily at the 
rate of about 60 blows per minute. The reduction cost was only 38. 44d. per ton of ore 
treated. I do not presume for a moment that any of our South American gold and silver 
establishments are as perfect as they may be made, but I maintain that they are far in 
advance of anything that has been attempted by the late gold companies, in “ method, 
art, science,” and economy,as well as in the order and style in which the whole affair is 
being conducted. I would recommend those who are desirous to extend chemical science 
to the reduction of substances holding metals to learn first what is now doing, and then 
to try to improve on the best process. Mr. Clement states that “ method, art, and 
science are about to enter the field against old plans of pounding to the finest dust the 
quartz, slate, &c.” Unfortunately none of these can be discovered in the proceedings of 
the majority of the recent gold extracting companies. There can be no objection what- 
ever to inventors exercising their skill with the view of improving on processes, even wee 
such experiments all to end in failures, provided they be limited to the scale of ordinary 
experiments, and not to the injury of legitimate mines and their agents. But whena 
company is formed to carry on 4 large undertaking, it cannot be considered prudent to 
disregard all well-known processes, which have been proved economically and profitably, 
and employ the capital in trying experimenis with doubtful and expensive machinery, 
placed under the supervision of parties possessing no practical knowledge of the business. 
I consider it most extraordinary conduct to persist in wasting so much capital in worth- 
less schemes when simple and efficient methods are at command, and which are dally 
proved to be capable of reducing hard and poor stuff with profit. 

It is truly gratifying to observe that the gold fields of Australia are now being wrought 
up systematically, and that the best and cheapest means are introduced to crush and 
extract the gold from the quartz. There is nothing like actually working in the field to 
test the value of these appliances.—June 17. Evan Hopkins.

Sir,— In addition to the numerous mining setts ted by your correspondent a8 
being in these localities, there are fine lodes unwrought on the property of Mr. Rashleigh, 
on the Menabilly estate; these may easily be seen in the cliffs, where copper ore may be 
broken above high-water mark.

The Caatnman, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, would simply re- 
mark that he had little or nothing to say, except, as they were aware at the last meet- 
ing, five different agents were sent down, and-they stated that the 162 cross-cut, from 
Fast Crinnis workings, south of Keid’s shaft, was driven south about 55 fathoms, and 
were of opinion that there was a distance of from 10 to 15 jatimoms more to drive to cut 
the Pembroke lode.

than that at the upper levels, being only about 18 in. per fathom underiie. From the 
little 1 could see above the water level, this is evidently the case; and taking the un- 
derlie as [ have shown it on the section, a few fathoms must stiil be driven further in 
the 162, before it can be intersected. I took particular notice of three lodes intersected 
tm the cross-cut, and which I have carefully marked on the plan and section, with a note

Mr. Kino said every liability was charged up in the accounts, including a new boiler, 
now on the mine. Capt..Naucarrow was present, and could give any information that 
might be required.—The following report was then read :— 

June 17.—In presenting this report, I beg to call your attention, first, tothe work done 
by us in these mines since the Jast general meeting :—We have cleared the deep adit, 
west of Rosewall’s shaft, 70 fathoms, and north of Wheal Seymour shaft €° fms., besides 
putting in launders, and taking up water in several place*.

Since the formation of the company, Mr. Lewis and Mr. Fuller have retired from the 
direction, and Mr. Brunton vacates in consequences of hia hoiding the office of secretary 
to the company. Mr. Johnson and Mr. eimberton, the remaining directors, have elected 
in their room Messrs. Joseph Procter, Kichard James, and John 8, Orton as directors of 
the company. Up to June 1, 1857, the bale Mine was worked almost entirely by three 
gentlemen only, two of whom are now on your direction.

June 15.—The time that has elapsed sisice I last reported on your mine is so short that 
what I have now tosay will be in some respects a repetition oi what i have said already 
I may say, however, that the progress made in the three weeks bas still more strongiy 
confirmed’ mein the belief that we are at the top of a large bunch of lead, and that we see 
as yet comparatively uothing of it. In taking away the ground necessary for laying the 
fiat-rods, in order to pump, we have seen more perfectly the figure of the Pipe vein 
This is enlarging rapidly, and is now going down in the bottom, seme of it good lead 
ground, other parts of it solid lead, from 12 to 15 in. wide, of which you may judge for 
yourselves from the stone of lead taken away last Thursday by Mr. Brunton, which is 
a@ fair representation of it. I estimate this to be worth from 4 to 5tons perfm. in the 
end going north there is stiil good lead; but in stoping away the lead above and around 
the 37 I have avoided those places where I felt sure we should bring down the water 
from the 32, which would be inconvenient for us in sinking; there is thus left a good 
deal of lead standing, which when the winze is sunk will be takenaway. I estimate there 
to be at least 50 tons of lead in sight. Further openings at this level would probably 
prove that there are hundreds of tons in this place, but I now speak only of what I can 
actually see. The sinking of the winze below the 37 is commenced ; it will be carried

A SHAREHOLDER complained that the accounts were obscurely stated, and observed that 
by the Articles of Association the mines and machinery were to be transferred for 2000/7. 
cash and 10,500 paid-up shares, which was equal to 12,500/., whereas by the accounts 
they were charged 13,5007. ; so that there was a discrepancy of 1000/7, 

At the request of the shareholders and the Chairman (who was equaliy unable to ac- 
count for the descrepancy ), ineffectual attempts at explanation were nade by Mr. Brun- 
ton and Mr. Johnson, and it was ultimately admitted that a 40-in. cylinder engine had 
Deen purchased, and included in the account. 

A SHAREHOLDER moved that a committee of investigation be appointed, and the motion 
Was seconded by Mr. Watson; but upon the directors representing that it would be de- 
trimental to the company to take such a course, and upon the three newly -elected direc- 
tors declaring that they would see that no unfair advantage was taken by the vendors, 
the subject was allowed to drop. 

Mr. Watson enquired why there had not been three quarterly meetings in the ten 
Months, in accordance with the Articles of Association’ In the Mining Journal of 
March 13, Mr. Brunton wrote that “ two men can break a ton of lead in a core of eight 
hours, the great bulk of which requires nodressing.” He bought his shares on the faith 
of that assertion. But although two men could break a ton in eight hours, in the month 
of March they only got 15 tons. He would ask Mr. Brunton whether his visit within 
the last few days in any measure bore out the opinion he expressed in March ? 

Mr. Brunton said that when he was there in March they had a 4-feet course of ore, 
and from it two men could have broken a ton in eight hours. He did not say that there 
Were so many tons which could be raised in a riven time, as, of course, he could net say 
that there was more than the ton which hecould see. The course did not continue solid, 
and went down. If they looked at the stone at the office, they would at once conclude 
that one single blast had brought down 5 or 6 ewts. of ore togive such a stone ; it weighed 
over 3.cwts.

Mr. Watson considered that the impression left by Mr. Rrunton’s letter was that they 
had a 4-ft. course of ore, and it would not take long to get 15 tons from a lode 4 ft. wide.

GREAT WHEAL VOR UNITED MINING COMPANY. 


The quarterly general meeting of proprietors was held at the offices of the company, 
Gresham House, Old Broad-street, on Wednesday,—Mr. GrorGe Noakes in the chair. 

Mr. R. T. ALIson (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the mi- 
nutes of the last, which were confirmed. 

The CHarrRMAN then read the report of the committee of management, as follows :— 


June 16.—The committee, reorganised by the resolutions of the shareholders at their 
general meeting in March last, now render their first report. They trust what they 
have to lay before the adventuress will give satisfaction. 

The new management at the mines has realised the fullest expectation. A careful 
supervision has produced economy and efficiency. A considerable reduction has been 
effected in the monthly cost, and, at the same time, a greater amount of effective labour 
has been accomplished. Your Chairman, who is in daily correspondence with the chief 
officers at the mines, testifies to the active zeal and ability shown in every department. 
Capt. Gill has been retarded in his progress of development by works absolutely neces- 
sary —works which should have been done long ago. Accidents, also, of a trying nature 
have overtaken him, but his unabated energy appears equal to all emergencies. 

A great and profitable improvement has shown itself in the dressing department, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Johu Old. The second quality tin has been brought to a much 
higher value, while the average cost of dressing has been reduced. 

Since the last general meeting, unceasing efforts have been made to drain the mines to 
bottom, which the committee would undoubtedly have had the pleasure of announcing 
at this meeting, had not breakages occurred in the machinery. At the end of March last 
the water in Bounder shaft was forked to the 278 fm. level, when, without any apparent 
cause, the main iron rod in Crease’s shaft parted at the adit level. The beams of the 
balance-bob at surface broke, and though not an hour was lost in repairing the injury, it 
was ten days before the engine could be put to work, during which time the water rose 
again to the 248 fin. level. A searching enquiry was instituted todiscover the cause of this 
accident. No blame could be attached to any one. It is presumed that constant vibration 
must have occasioned an imperceptible flaw, which gradually weakened the rods 
until they suddenly gave way. It was considered by the engineer, chief captain, and the 
scienific members of your committee, that wood rods were preferable, and that these 
iron rods were unsafe, and no longer to be depended upon : it was, therefore, decided to 
replace them with wood; the estimated outlay for which, taking the old iron rods into 
account, is 700/., # portion of which has been already charged in the April cost. Carefully 
selected Ge rgian pitch-pine rods, united by strong iron-plates, are in course of pre- 
paration, that they may be ready for substitution as soon as required. The forking the 
water in Bounder shaft, which recommenced about April 10, continued successfully, some 
interruptions excepted, until it wae drained within % fathoms of the bottom, when, on 
the 24th ult., another accident occurred in Crease’s shaft, through the breakage of the 
balance-bob in the 144 fm. level; instant and decisive measures were taken to repair this 
disaster also. The engine, however, could not be put to work for several days, during 
which time the water (again) rose to within 8 fathoms of the 248. Unceasing labour has 
been given to the completion of the shafts and skip-roads, 30 essential to enable an in 
Crease of returns. Bounder shaft has been enlarged for two skips. The timber has been 
stripped from surface to the 124; this work should have been done simultaneously with 
forking the water to bottom. The tinstuff, reported a year ago to be in sight in the 236, 
¥8 still unavailable for want of means to draw it to surface. The skip-roads are now 
completed to the 124 fm. level, and already have been put in requisition to draw stuff 
from the 60 and 90. No efforts wil! be spared to carry the roads down with all possi - 
ble dispatch. It is necessary to remark that much of the work that had been previously 
done had to be taken out and remade, which has prolonged the operation; but, notwith- 
standing this increased expense, the general cost is much reduced. When these hinder- 
ances are duly considered, the shareholders will comprehend how impossible it has been 
to increase the returns from the oid mines. The great object, therefore, still before us is 
tne completion of the drainage to bottom, and entirely fixing the skips in Bounder shaft; 
these matters finished, the mines will be in working order, and the vaiue of the pro- 
perty wiilthen be tested by the best of all evidence, “ the produce raised and sold,” and, 
should the statements which have been put forth, as to the value of the bottom levels 
prove anything like correct, a few months’ working will place the mines in a position 
to relieve all anxiety, and raise them to the consideration their magnitude demands 

it should never be forgotton that these mines have so many points from which large 
returns are anticipated, that it is but reasonable to suppose average success will be at- 
tained. Tne committee will countenance no exaggeration, giving such statements only 
as facts may warrant. It is their conviction that the prospects of the mines are daily 
assuming @ more favourable aspect.

_ The development of Wheai Metal, and the probable necessity to open other parts of 
the oid mines, will require an outlay for one, or perhaps even two, new steam-engines. 
It ig the desire of the committee to make these outlays as gradual as circumstances will 
allow, in hopes that increased returns may enabie them to be made without inconve- 
nience to the shareholders. 

The committee, desirous of economy wherever it can be used without detriment to 
efficiency, aud adopting the suggestions of many shareholders, as well as that of the com- 
mittee of investigation, have resolved to reduce the London expenditure, to which end 
the requisite notices have been given to the landlord and office staff. 

‘ The committee call the attention of the shareholders to the supplemental account pub- 
lished with that of the auditor, by which it will be seen that the financial position of 
the company has been much improved. ‘This has been achieved solely by the whole- 
some supervision and economy which has been practically brought to bear upon the 
several departments.

The CHaIRMAN added that he had received some communications from Mr. Loam, the 
chief engineer, who stated that they were exceedingly well pleased with the way they were 
doing the work, and the rapid progress they were making in every department. There 
was great credit due to Capt. Gill, for his energy, skill, and attention, as, according to Mr. 
Loum’s judgment, there had been as much work done during the last two months than 
there had been six months before. He (the chairman) wished every shareholder to under- 
stand that every information was open to them—that, in fact, it was a common partner- 
ship, and they were entitled toit. Inthe report of Mr. Loam, the chief engineer, he says, 
“ T find in all the difficulties Captain Gill has met with nothing moves or discourages him ; 
he is often 20 hours aday in the works. His motto is“ Onward.’” He (the chairman) 
continued. They could readily imagine these breakages had caused a great deal of 
anxiety, and except for them they would have been in a position at the present time to have 
reported that they were drained to the bottom of the mine, as in March last they were 
down to within $ fathoms. After the very ample reports it would be superfluous to 
take up much of their time, but he hoped the result of the new administration had 
proved satisfactory, although the committee wished to divest themselves of all seif- 
laudation, as the chief benefit was to be attributed to those in Cornwall, but the super- 
vision instituted in London had been such as to get the full value for the labour, and whilst 
it had been more efficient it had been obtained for much less money. The inspecting 
auditor of the mine he would emphatically call the eye of the committee, he placed before 
them everything with that microscopic power which enabled them to see that every shil- 
ling was spent judiciously ; and his great experience enabled him to state whether the 
various charges were fair, proper, and just. The accounts showed that there had been a 
great reduction in the cost, and he (the chairman) would remind the meeting that when 
he was at the mines in January last the late manager and agent were consulted with as 
to the enormous cost—6000/. per month, being between 2000/. or 3000/. above the returns 
of tin sales.

I wrote you, a copy of which I now for- 
ward, in which [ stated that nothing particular had happened in the past week worth 
your notice; but since then, on the day following, Sanday, the 9th inst., I went to St. 
Jago, and when there, at half-past five o’clock in the afternoon, I receivéd, from Captain 
Trengove and Mr. Plaws, the sad and serious news of Thompson’s engine-shaft having 
run in from surface to bottom, pulling down aud completely destroying the steam-engine, 
house, &c. This sad and destructive accident cannot be attributed to anything else but 
to Capt. Simmons’s culpable neglect of repairing the shaft in time; he was repeatedly 
asked by me to pay every attention to this, and even by the men themselves: one gene- 
ral opinion throughout the district is that ali the damage done is by his carelessness or 
wiifal neglect. We have managed to save the cylinder-bob (minus the bottom and 
cover, which got broken), which is hanging in the shaft, and now secured by a chain, and 
the greatest part of the bright work of the engine, but in a terrible shape, but which can 
be repaired. All the well work fell in the shaft; we may probably save some part of it, 
but it is doubtful. Our column of pumps, both in this shaft and Taylor's, is lost if the 
shaft is not to be again cleared up and re-timbered, which would be almost more costly 
than making or sinking a new one.

From these figures it will be seen that there has been less stone quarried during 1&7 
than during 1856 by 5470 tons; and that whilst in 1856 of the whole quantity raised 
(89,877 tons) 87,424 tons only were stamped, during 1857, of 86,407 tons raised, 86,435 tus, 
or nearly the whole quantity raised, has been stamped.

The cost, it will be observed, exceeds the cost for 1856 by 690977., an ainount that will 
hot be deemed excessive, considering the extent of damage done by the fal! of ground ia 
the Bahu, and the great demand for timber and ironwork to repair the same, anid [0 i 
cure the mine from further accident 

Although the utmost energies of the mechanics were, until November, jevoted to pre- 
paring the necessary timber and ironwork for the mine (for besides the repairs to, and 
strengthening the mine, one of the inclined planes was entirely taken out and replaced, 
and one, entirely new, was laid down), yet the first half of the second set of the Praia 
stamps Was set to work before the close of the year, and the second hali has since beeu 
completed, making 56 heads now at work in re-stamping the refuse sand At the same 
time, the whole of the engines and works have been kept in an efficient state. The pro- 
duce of gold from the one set of 24 heads of the Praia stamps, from January to December, 
1857, was 6947 oits.

The Bombay, Baroda, and Central India Railway Company third an- 
nual meeting was held at the offices on Wednesday (Colonel French in the chair).

There being now 23,112 shares in the company paid up in full, the directors 
deem it desirable to convert the paid-up capital into stock as soon as possible, and with 
this view a resolution has been prepared in conformity with the provisions of the com- 
pany’s Act of Parliament, and the Companies’ Clauses Consolidation Act, and were sub- 
mit for the decision of the shareholders. The report was adopted, and the above reso- 
lution agreed to. 

At the National Provincial Bank of England meeting, on Thursday (Mr. 
J. ¥F. Laurie in the chair), the resolution passed at the last meeting for increasing the remu- 
neration of the directors by 1000/7. per annum, was again brought forward on the motion

Discovery or Larce Masses of Metaciic Sitver at Frerperc.— 
Professor Breithaupt reports that in a new working of the Himmels first 
Mine, which has been worked profitably for 120 years, an enormous 
quantity of silver has recently been obtained. Just before coming upon 
the silver there was a small cavity containing sulphuret of silver and anti- 
mony, with small fragments of pitch-blende. The silver generally ex- 
tended over the whole area of the lode, forming plates ; but sometimes it 
was found as compact irregular lumps, rarely presenting dendritic and 
filiform prolongations. Most of the lumps weighed from 3 to 12 lbs.; the 
largest lump found weighed 60 lbs.; and was in the form of a side of ba- 
con. The entire quantity of silver obtained from this spot, in the course 
of six weeks, is nearly one ton. The silver appears to be very pure, hav- 
ing a density of 10-540. It is expected that similar bunches of silver will 
be met with at other parts of the new lode. The same lode in another di- 
rection has been found rich in galena, red silver, and sulphuret of silver.

The company’s object is to establish lines of communication 
from Falmouth to Gibraltar, Maita, and Alexandria, thence, via the Red Sea, to Aden 
and India, so that London and Bombay will be closely united,a much lower tariff could 
be made remunerative, and the delays and espionage of the foreign lines of telegraph 
across the continent of Europe will be entirely avoided. Mr. T. Allan, C.E., has been 
appointed engineer-in-chief, and the exclusive right to his systems of electro-telegraphic 
submarine exmmunication gives the company the most effective means at present known 
for producing an electric force capable of working through extra long distances of sub- 
merged wire; also a submarine rope, or conductor, the mechanical and physical attri- 
bates of which render such submarine undertakings practicable, and comparatively easy 
of accomplishment, from the fact of its specific gravity being such that it cannot destroy 
its electrical integrity during submergence, ax has occurred with others in great depths 
It is calculated the company will be enabled to transmit messages from London to Bom- 
bay at the rate or 50s. for fifteen words; but say that the cost of messages, long and 
short distances, between the company’s stations, average 40s.; then, estimating the 
transmission of despatches, &c., at the rate of 15 messages per hour of 15 words each, 
and assuming, from the difference In longitude between the termini, 20 hours as the work- 
ing day,an aggregate amount of transmission e ual to 15 messages per hour, at 40s., would 
give an income of 319,000/. per annum, while the working expenses would not exceed 20 
or 25 per cent. of the earnings. The estimate is made on the supposition of the whole 
chain of communication being constructed in continuity. The capital of the company is 
fixed at 1,000,0001., in shares of 29/. each, and the liability of the shareholders limited.

free trade in its general application, we may assume that most continental 
states, and especially France and Prussia, would materally improve the con- 
dition of their manufacturing classes by permitting English iron to pass 


which would accrue to English ironmasters would be great, the benefit de- 
rived by the states themselves would be even more considerable. In France 
the inconvenience of dear iron is already severely felt; and although, as is 
usually the case when reforms are proposed, a few are found who offer op- 
position, declaring that the greater part of the community will be ruined, 
and that every native iron-work will be brought toa standstill, there is little 
doubt that ere long the duty upon the importation of iron into France will 
be altogether abolished. 

That even the French ironmasters themselves will derive benefit there can 
be little doubt, for as fuel and other necessary are not always so plentiful as 
could be desired, they would have ample opportunity to turn their attention 
tothe manufacture of the better description of iron from English crude pig, 
and could scarcely fail to obtain satisfactory results. It must be admitted 
that in pig-iron and rails they will be powerless to compete with England; 
but by introducing a little more energy into their establishments, and deal- 
ing with greater fairness and more after the English manner, there is no 
reason why they should not be able to supply their markets with other de- 
criptions of iron. Although the manufacturers almost invariably favour 
crude iron called French, it is pretty well known—to certain warehouse 
keepers at least—that while English iron sells at a lower price than French, 
when so designated, they can frequently sell ordinary English as best 
French, and that whenever this deception is practised the buyers are well 
satistied with the article supplied. 

_ As to the chance of English iron being admitted into Prussia free of duty 
it is apparently not very great, the Prussian Goverment acting on a different 
principle to that adopted in France. Prussia has all the raw material re- 
quisite for making her independent, so far as regards her supply of metals, 
of the world, and levies exorbitant import duties to enable her miners to 
obtain high prices for their produce, and receive a large remuneration for 
capital embarked in mining enterprise. By this course, every portion of 
the community employing metal is made to contribute to the profit of the 
miner; in the same manner as in England by the maintenance of the smelt- 
ers’ monopoly, the English miners’ profits are increased at the cost of every 
consumer of copper, no matter in what quarter of the globe he may be lo- 
cated. Such being the position of affairs, it will be readily seen that the 
way to benefit the people of Prussia, as a whole, would be to admit Eng- 
lish iron free of duty. The miners might suffer a little by the change for 
a short time, but such a state of affairs could not long continue, and their 
inconvenience would be unworthy of consideration, compared with the im- 
mense advantages which would accrue from an unlimited supply of cheap iron. 





Coat ty Canapa.—In our last Journal we alluded to the important fact 
of the discovery of coal in Canada. It appears that from surface indica- 
tions some English colliers were induced to sink to a depth of 90 ft., and 
bore 60 ft. deeper ; they here passed through a thin layer of sandstone, 
and into a seam of mineral 6 ft. thick. The locality of the discovery is 
Bowmanville, and the shaft is about half a mile from the line of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, and 40 miles east of Toronto. It is a poor description of 
coal ; but from its situation will no doubt be worthy of consideration. 





EnouisH v. Berotan Coat.—The Chamber of Commerce of Mons has 
published its Annual Report for 1857, in which the mining interests hold the 
first rank. The document shows that exports, although favoured by French 
vicinity, have not materially increased, whereas, despite high duties and the 
zone system in France, British coal importations into the northern and 
highest protected zone augmented largely during the years 1854, 55, 56, 
and 57—that is, from 803,100 to 1,299,890 tons. The following extract from the report, 
touching this subject, will interest many of your readers :—* It is specially on the sea- 
border of the Channel, at Dunkirk, Boulogne, Calais, Havre, Dieppe, Rouen, and the 
Lower Seine, that English coals have been substituted for those of Belgium and even of 
France. No doubt the reduction of the duties from 50 to 30 centimes on coals imported 
in the zone between Dunkirk and the Olonne banks, has partly contributed to this in- 
crease. But that whic: has more contributed thereto than any other measure is the 
augmentation of mercantile vessels and the construction of numerous scrgw stcamers for 
the transport of merchandise. The Anglo-French traffic now employs whole ficets 
of steamers, which take in coals as ballast, as completion of cargo, or as return, when 
their main object is not coal traffic. England is, besides, singularly assisted in her com- 
mercial transactions with France by the incredible rapidity of her maritime relations. 
The passage from Newcastle to Calais does not take more than three or four days. In 
less than ten days the manufacturers of Calais, Boulogne, and Dunkirk, may send for, 
obtain, and land cargoes. It is only after an infinitely longer delay that they can pro- 
cure Belgian coals by canal. It takes nearly a month to send a boat full from Mons to 
Calais, and nearly three months, under the most favourable auspices, to arrive at Rouen.” 


PENDLETON COLLIERY, NEAR MANCHESTER. 

Messrs. Carssock and (;ALSWoRTRY submitted for sale by auction, on Tuesday, the first 
lessee’s interest in valuable coal mines at Pendleton Colliery, situate within 244 miles of 
Manchester. The sale was in pursuance of an order of the Court of Chancery, and com- 
prised the Fitzgerald, Duchy, and Blomeley Mines. The Fitzgerald Mines comprised 
about 606 acres held under lease from the freeholder for a term of 61 years from 1840. 
The seams of coal now open for working are the Albert Mine, the Rams Mine, the New 
Mine, and the Binns Mine. The present minimum rent under this lease is 400/. per 
annum, and the average royalty 210d. per ton. The lessee has the usual power to raise 
coal to the minimum rent without the payment of royalty for such coal; and he has 
power to set off the overworkings in any year against the deficiency of workings in any 
previous year, an to determine the lease in case of the mine hecoming exhausted. The 
Duchy Minés consist of the same four strata, held under a lease frem the Duchy for 31 
years from 1852. The minimum rent is 250/. per annum, and the average royalty 2°10d. 
perton. The Blomely Mines are held for 50 years from 1851, at a minimum rent of 200/. 
per annum, and according to the calculations the total reserved rent was 1469/. 5s. 10d. 
Mr. CHINNocK stated that the chief clerk had put a reserve bidding, but there was coal 
sufficient to work the mine for the present generation. He need hardly point out that 
amongst other advantages there was a road without a turnpike from the mines to the City 
of Manchester. He had visited the colliery, and inspected it both underground and at 
surface, and never saw bettcr machinery; and as Messrs Knowles, whocarried it on, had 
other colleries in the neighbourhood, there was no doubt it would be worked to the fullest 
extent. There were none of the risks of mining, as the rental must and necessarily would 
increase, and the property did possess all the elements of security which it was possible 
for a mine to possess. The lot was submitted on behalf of the assignees of the first 
mortgagees, under an order of the Courtof Chancery. The bidding commenced at 5000/., 
and advanced each time 5007. until it reached 8000/.— A Sonicrror wished to know what 
was the reserved price, as it was usual to state it.—Mr. Cainnock read the instructions 
from the Court, which expressly forbid him to divulge it either at or after the sale, but 
at the present time they had not reached it. The lot was eventually knocked down for 
8500/., Mr. Catnyock announcing that the property was not sold, and he should be happy 
to treat with them by private contract. A few days after the sale, Messrs. Knowles, the 
tenants of the property, became the purchasers, at the reserved price of 9800/7.

Jes: inventions. that speculators look with an eve of caution on any projects which are 
brought under their notice by these men, who in zeneral po-sess no practical know- 








tedge, but indnige in the wildest theories and most vague ideas. [cannot call to mind 
any one proces hich has ever been effectual, or in any way superseded the old rou- 
tine of metallurgy. Iam now referring back merely to the period of the gold mania. 


Whenever an Improvement has taken place it has been under the direction of an expe- 
rienced person, and not by parties totally unacquainted with the subject they profess 
te deal with.—G

Gotp Exrxactiton.—I distinctly stated that the auriferous stuff which was being re- 
duced at the establishment referred to was quartz, in the strictest sense of the term, 
but occasionally mixed with slate, and no pyrites worthy of notice. I cannmpt under- 
stand the practical importance of the question put by Mr. Clement—“ the number.of 
pounds of quartz and slate that make upaton.” However, if an approximated average 
be of service to him, he will find the following sufficiently correct :—17 cwts. hard 
quartz, 2 cwts. slaty rock, 1 ewt. clay and gravel =20 cwts.,or 1 ton. Sometimes the 
whole bulk is composed of quartz alone. The economy of crushing depends on the effi- 
ciency and simplicity of the machinery employed. I have erected every jon of 
crushers, rollers, hammers, stamps, and runners, in various establishments in England 
and abroad, and know their respective merits for different kinds of work from the result 
of many years’ experience. I have not found anything yet equal to stamps, when pro- 
perly constructed and judicious!y applied, for the crushing of hard silicious rock, to ex- 
tract gold or tin therefrom. I am now erecting machinery both on the coast of Dorset 
and in Prussia—one fot the reduction of lead and blende, and the other for reducing 
bituniinots Beds. In the one [ employ rollers, and the other heavy runners with 
gratings. I merely mention this to show the necessity of applying proper machitiety 
to the work required to ensure satisfactory results.

Tae Compayy or Copper Miners IN ENGLAND.—I observe by recent Numbers of your 
Journal, that the subject of the debt on the new church at Cwm Avon has again been 
prominently brought forward. Will any of the executive inform me how the heavy 
liability ot nearly 2000/. came to be incurred? If the expenditure has not exceeded 
the estimates, and the latter were not within a reasonable limit of the sum originally 
subscribed, why was so costly an edifice commenced, with the certainty of there being 
a want of funds to complete it? If, on the other hand, the estimates have been ex- 
ceeded, by whose authority was it done? I entertain precisely similar views as those 
expressed by an “ Old Subscriber,” in your Journal of Jane 5; but permit me further 
to ask, if these 2000/. include the expense of removing the beautiful serpentine columns 
from the interior of the church, and why that was done? As also the cost of the re- 
cent repairs to and shortening of the steeple, which is still without a bell? Is this 
large amount to be further increased by the purchase of bells, or the pewing of the side 
aisles? If not, how will that be effected? The old parish church, as rebuilt through 
the instrumentality of Mr. John Biddulph and his lady, was large enough to accom- 
modate the whule of the English congregation—and it is certainly not half the size of 
the new structure. The greater part of the English families then resident at Cwm 
Avon having left the valley since Mr. Gilbertson’s return, it is clear that a building of 
fur too large ane costly a description has been erected. The debt alone would be ample 
to erect a place of worship suitable for the present English congregation. Your sug- 
gestion to call an extraordinary meeting, and lay the matter fairly before the proprie- 
tary is a good one, and, if adopted, may prove the realiest means of disposing of the 
matter, it not of removing the existing reproach.--R. P.

The lectures at the GovERNMENT Scuoor oF Muves, for the session of 
1357-58, terminated on Friday. These, it will be remembered, commenced 
on Oct. 5, consequently a little more than eight months is devoted to the 
purposes of study, while a greater portion of the summer is applicable to in- 
struction in the field. To those who have attentively watched the progress 
of the Government School of Mines, it cannot but be a source of satisfac- 
tion to be able to bear testimony to the snecessful manner in which they 
have progressed. During the last session there were, in addition to the re- 
gular matriculated students, 66 occasional ones; while the curriculum of 
chemistry was attended by no less than 116 gentlemen. Many of these 
were persons whose friends had their abo‘le in the rural districts, and con- 
sequently were obliged to reside in the metropolis for the time; we merely 
mention this fact, in order to show that the benefits of the institution are 
being acknowledged in the country. Since the inauguration of this esta- 
blishment several district schools have been established, and these, we have 
reason to believe, have proved of great utility as educational institutions in 
the places where they are located. 
There arc many persons who, when they are once committed to any 
opinions, however erroneous they may be, consider it a point of honour 
never to retract them, or in any way concede that any good can accrue 
from any measure to which they are opposed. In the political world this 
is well known, and in the present Houses could be cited the names of men 
who are systematically opposed to every change. Popular opinion, and 
their manifest utility, have carried several improvements at St. Stephens, 
and we trust that, as the knowledge of the advantage of these establishments 
is more generally diffused, mining education will progress in an equal ratio. 
At the time the project was first mooted, it was a notorious fact that the 
greatest prejudice existed against it in the county of Cornwall. Sir C. 
Lemon’s magnificent offer to establish a school was contemptuously rejected, 
and for a long period the subject was not mooted. In the mean time, it 
was considered by other nations a curious spectacle that the country which 
raised the largest quantities of minerals in the world possessed no authentic 
records of the produce of its greatest source of national wealth; nor, at the 
same time, was there any training institution for the members of what 
should have been a profession exercised both practically and scientifically, 
not, as in many instances, at haphazard, by persons who were totally unac- 
quainted with the subjects they had to deal with. From various quarters 
complaints have reached us at various times that the agents of many mines 
are solely appointed by directors or shareholders, without any regard to 
ability or competency; that in several cases these have been artificers and 
small tradesmen, who, probably adept enough in a shop, or in their different 
callings, have no knowledge of mining. These instances are of seldom oc- 
currence in Cornwall, but in other districts, which it would be here invi- 
dious to particularise, they are by no means unfrequent. The diffusion of 
knowledge, forwarded by a skilful training, will prevent the nomination to 
places of | persons so grossly unfit as many of these have proved themselves 
to be. As a more educated class arises, these persons will be forced to re- 
turn to the occupations from whence they were taken, and which they may 
possibly have the requisite ability to follow. Another dangerous class, which 
has caused great detriment to mineral industry, is that section.of pseudo- 
scientific individuals who, without the shadow of the first principle of any 
of the sciences, set themselves up as mining authorities, obtain support from 
an interested clique, who employ these individuals for their own pu 6, 
to foist worthless speculations on the market in order to sell shares. In ge- 
neval a few of these possess a smattering of mining, acquired in some dis- 
trict, but have not the energy to pursue it legitimately as a profession, con- 
ceiving it an easier and more profitable employment to constitute themselves 
mining counsel, and with the aid of a few hard words, an inflated style, a 
pompous manner, coupled with a great opinion of their own importance, 
and a semblance of rough and ready honesty, become the willing machines 
to injure mining enterprise and delude the public. As these last become 
more enlightened, and as better men, and those of a higher character, will 
be available, the termination of the career of this class of adventurers is 
easily to be foresecn, and the reasons shown why they have hitherto perti- 
naciously opposed the onward march of mining education,

The objects which the promoters of the School had in view are being 
gradually and successfully carried out, and we may anticipate that ther 
sult will be a more careful and intelligent class of workmen. The failure 
of many similar institutions may be attributed to too much having been - 
tempted in the first instance; and with a knowledge of this fact the Brot! 
School was commenced in a very unassuming manner, and is continually 
increasing in importance. The character of the School cannot be better 
explained than by using the words of the Rev. Canon Mosexer, whopr- 
sided on the occasion ot the last distribution of prizes. He observed thet 
the Bristol Mining School was the first, and as yet the only one, of thekint 
in England. Onthe Continent they felt that to be without a mining schol 
was to be without a foundation to all mining operations. Not a step coal! 
be advanced without observing that Science was the handmaid of Practice; 
hence the importance of scientific knowledge. But the great function of 
the School was to raise the man employed in the mine, whether a workmen 
or a manager; to make him a more intelligent, a wiser, and a better ma. 
Knowledge was dignity in itself, and to obtain it was to carry out the in- 
tention of the all-wise Creator. The man was certainly to be blamed al 
pitied who allowed himself to become a mere machine, under the contri! 
and guidance of some one else, when, by a little extra effort, he might bin- 
self obtain possession of the knowledge required for prosecuting his art 

Although, from its connection with the Trade School, such pupils ase 
sire to do so may obtain instruction in the elements of mathematics, clt- 
mistry, and physical science; the course in the Mining School compnys 
only such subjects as are more directly useful to the practical miner—2% 
logy and mineralogy; ventilation and the prevention of accidents; survey: 
ing, levelling, and plan drawing; mining and the construction and appl 
cation of mine machinery; and the working of coal and other miner. 
It cannot be said that anything is proposed to be taught which is not ab- 
solutely necessary to the miner, and the charge that the course Is mor 
than is requisite would be equally untenable. The promoters laid dove 
an excellent scheme to begin upon, and have not been wanting in eneryy 
and perseverance; but they are now obtaining results which should encot- 
rage them to continue their exertions, and which they cannot but consittt 
as an adequate repayment for their efforts. 

As the Examination must be a matter of interest, not only to those 
mediately connected with the Bristol School, but to all desirous of promot;

We are glad to find there is a growing desire to promote the mining in- 
dustry of Ireland. We hear of various projects tor opening up different 
mineral localities, and to give vitality to others whose operations have been 
langnidly pursued. There could not be a more favourable opportunity far 
organising enterprises of this nature, for although there is not that interest 
on the part of the general public in respect of new uadertakings, which the 
extraordinary abundance of money it might have been thought would 
have created, yet it is equally clear that the vast amount of capital lying 
almost dormant and valueless, cannot continue to be useless for any length 
of time, and vent for its employment must soon be found. Ireland pre- 
sents a fine and wire field for the profitable investment of capital, and cir- 
cumstances arise from time to time to render this apparent, and to furnish 
encouragement to those who have directed their attention to the sister isle. 
The arriva] of the packet at Galway, preparatory to her first trip to the 
United States, is a case in point, and shows how perseverance in a legiti- 
mate matter is sure to prove successful in the end. Efforts have long been 
made to render this port on the western coast of Ircland a regular station 
for steam intercourse with America, but, for years, the question has been 
neglected by Irish capitalij¢s, However, a grand: point ms been gained, 
for a regular packet eo;nmunication with the United States, the Canadas, 
and elsewhere, mts¢ tend materially to increase general prosperity and in- 
troduce quite ® fresh class of monied interests into the country. So will it 
be, we feel assured, in other branches of commercial industry, and in none 
more thah in mining. 

Wherever mines in Ireland have been developed with energy and skill 
tat best results have ensued to those who have embarked their money; and 
many districts which have not proved remunerative would, no doubt, have 
rendered a very different account if adequate capital and proper manage- 
ment had been introduced. Such will not, however, be the case with those 
combinations of talent and means which are now being organised, for past 
experience is a lesson which will not be thrown away.  Lrishmen, it is said, 
are jealous of the introduction of English capital, or English control, and 
consider it reflective on their means and energy; but this isa narrow view 
of the case, and one which ought not to be held in any way, or on any 
question—the very reverse ought to be the course pursued. If Englishmen 
and others are willing to devote their energies to the encouragement and 
development of Irish resources, they ought to be able to calculate on sup- 
port rather than obstruction, which has frustrated more than one well- 
organised effort to render benefit to the country, and to improve the pro- 
perty of those who threw difficulties in the way; on no other ground or 
reason, apparently, but that the project did not originate with themselves. 
We would not be considered to disparage the many well-directed efforts 
which have been made, and made successfully, in various branches of in- 
dustry and in useful pablic works in Ireland. We know that Irish skill 
and capital have constructed well-managed and profitable lines of railway ; 
but we are convinced that the greater the encouragement afforded in the 
introduction of new and healthful elements, a generous emulation will be 
excited, which must operate most beneficially in all respects. 





AIDS TO LOCOMOTION. 

There are, perhaps, few ideas connected with the improvement of the 
means of locomotion more amusing than the proposition to construct car- 
riages in the form of acylinter. In July, 1829, Louis Quetin, for a cor- 
respondent, patented an improved vehicle, or combination of vehicles, 
entirely supported by a single broad wheel of large diameter, situated in 
the centre of a space between several coach bodies, magazines, or boots, 
intended to contain passengers and luggage, and which bodies are com- 
bined together by peculiar mechanism, so as all to hang on a framework, 
supported by two pivots, one at each end of the axle of the large single 
wheel. To prevent any chance of overturning, four small rollers, or 
wheels, are provided, one at each of the angles of the said framework. 
None of these rollers touch the ground when the great whcel is vertical, 
or nearly so; but whenever the wheel is caused by any obstacle to incline 
over considerably to one side, the rollers on that side come in contact with 
the ground. The vehicle may also be made with one body, suspended 
concentrically with and occupying the interior of the wheel, which in that 
ease can have no spokes or nave, but must he only a circular ring, having 
atage, or lantern framework, fixed therein. The body is suspended in 
this cage upon centre pins, concentric with the rim of the wheel; and the 
body being made heaviest on one side will always hang the same way up- 
wards within the cage when the latter is rolling round as the wheel ad- 
vances along the road. Or the improved vehicle may consist of two dis- 
tinct bodies suspended, and equally poised, at the ends of the axis of a 
central wheel, which is made with spokes and a central nave. 

Nearly 20 years after this patent was taken out the invention was modi- 
fied by Thomas Swinburne, who proposed a hollow cylinder, with flanges 
at each end, similar to an ordinary railway wheel; with an axle project- 
ing, for the purpose of linking these carriages together. Without the 
rims, they were to be employed for the conveyance of goods, letters, &«., 
by atmospheric pressure. . 

In 1852 a ‘“‘revolycr” was patented by Collinson Hall. This revolver 
was formed of one or more cylindrical vessels, furnished with acentral axis, 
and with projecting rims, provided with shafts, traces, bands, straps, or 
chains, through the intervention of which they may be drawn or driven by 
horse, steam, or other motive power. A vehicle for the transport of camp 
baggage, very similar to Hall's revolver, was patented in 1855; and in 
the February following Mr. J. W. Duncan propose:| transverse eylinders 
for supporting a raft, which was impelled by a screw propeller, and which 
took into the ground. 

Endless travelling railways ure continually brouzht under the notice of 
the public, and it is curious to remark that one of the most successful in- 
ventions of the present day—Boydell’s Traction Engine and Endless Rail- 
way—is probably but a moilification of a contrivance patented by Anthony 
Barlow, in 1722. Barlow, however, filed no specification, and if we may 
Judge from the attempts which Boydell made before he attained the pre- 
present amount of perfection, the full merit of originality is due to him, as 
he found the invention in so crude a condition that it was absolutely 
worthless. Several patentees have proposed the use of a broad indepen- 
dent tyre, in place of @ railway, and some of them certainly appear very 
feasible. The idea appears to have emanated from David Gordon, in 1821. 

© invention consists in the application to a two, threc, or four-wheeled 
carriage of a hollow roller or drum, “ which drum may be caused to move 
or roll along the road (in order to advance the carriage forward), by having 
4 steam or other engine inside of it, in such manner that the engine would 
tend to advance or climb up the inside of the drum, and so by its gravity 
to turn the drum round.” The drum is furnished with endless racks round 
"ts inside circumference, into which racks a toothed wheel may be made 
to engage, such wheel being put in motion by the power of the engine. 
This Invention was improved upon by George Hunter, in 1825, who em- 
ployed a rib on the inside of the drum, and a groove in the wheels, instead 
of the rackwork. In 1830, George Bridgman patented an invention which 
“ppears to be about the same; and in 1834 Joseph Hansom secured an- 
other invention, not materially different. The same, or very similar, 
laims were made by De Montterrier in 1853, and by Hart in 1856. The 
fystem of forming endless chains of short rails to construct portable rail- 
Ways has been many times patented, but the whole are so nearly copies of 
Edgeworth’s idea, that it is unnecessary to refer to them in detail. They 
must be carefully compared to ascertain the points of difference. 








Extraction oF Sttver FROM Copper Ores AT THE MALpEN Smerr- 
ING Works, NEAR FREiBERG.—The copper stone, containing from 50 to 
‘0 per cent. copper, 8 to 15 per cent. lead, and 0°20 to 0-45 per cent. sil- 
ver, is +a soa sifted, and roasted in a double furnace, with two hearths 
one above the other, first in the upper hearth and then in the lower one. 
During the first stage of the roasting sulphides of copper are converted 
ito nentral and basic sulphates, which are again decomposed ; during the 
second stage of the roasting, giving off sulphuric and sulphurons acids 
and being for the most part converted into oxide of copper, while sul- 
phate of silver and a mall portion only of the sulphate of copper remain 
uadecomposed. ‘The roasted mass is then again stamped and ground, 
and mixed with from 4 to 8 per cent. of ehloride of sodium. and again 
roasted. By this means the copper is converted into chloride, and chlo- 





rine compounds of the other metals are also produced ; after this roasting 
is finished the mass is extracted in wooden tubs under hydrostatic pres- 
sure. At first luke-warm water is used for this purpose, and when the 
greater part of the sulphate of soda and other salts have been removed, a 
solution of chloride of sodium is substituted. This dissolves the chloride 
of silver, as double chloride of silver and sodium, and the solution is run 
into precipitating tanks containing copper, which is dissolved while the 
silver is precipitated.—Kocuser, in Stamm’s neueste Erfindungen. 








THE LAW OF ACCIDENTS IN MINES. 

An important decision has just been given in the House of Lords, which 
settles the liability of mine proprietors tor payment of damayes for injuries 
done to their servants : a master is not liable to his servant for the negli- 
gence of his fellow-servant in the same common employment with himself. 

The appeal was made from the devision of the first division of the Court 
of Session in Scotland, pronounced in an action wherein Mrs. Jane M’Guire 
sought to recover damages for the death of her husband, a collier, who was 
killed by the negligence of one of the Bartonshill Coal Company’s servants. 
‘The company’s pits are in Lanark, and on Sept. 17, 1853, two men, M’Guire 
and Reid, were killed through Shearer, the engine-keeper, over winding 
them in drawing them upthe shaft, ‘The widow of M’Guire (and the widow 
of Reid) also brought an action against the company, who pleaded that they 
could not be made responsible for injury sustained by one of their workmen 
through the fault of a fellow-workman engaged in the same employment, 
it not being alleged, and, at any rate, it not being the fact, that the latter 
was an unfit or improper person for such an employment. The case 
was tried in March, 1855, before the Lord President, who, in summiny: up, 
directed the jury that if they were satisfied on the evidence that the death 
of James M’Guire was caused by the culpable negligence of Shearer in the 
management of the machinery, the company was answerable in law. The 
company excepted to that direction, and asked the learned judge to direct 
the jury that, if they were satisfied on the evidence that the company had 
used due and reasonable care in the appointment of Shearer es enyineman, 
and that Shearer was fully qualified to perform the duties of engineman, 
and furnished with proper machinery and all necessary means for the per- 
formance of his duties, then the company was not in law answerable tor 
the personal fault or negligence of Shearer in the management of the ma- 
chinery on the occasion in question. ‘The Lord President refused to give 
this direction, and the jury returned a verdict for the respondent with L007. 
damages. This decision was confirmed by the Court of Session, and the 
company brought the matter before the House of Lords, 

After hearing the arguments, the Lord Chancellor gave judgment, that 
he considered the interlocutors of the Court below ought to be reversed. 
Several cases had been recited by the respondents (the widow), in which 
it was sought to be shown that the practice in Scotland was opposed to the 
English rule; but those cases differed materially from the present. For 
instance, in M’Norton v. the Caledonian Railway Company, the pursuer 
was a joiner employed in repairing one of the company’s carriages, and he 
was injnred through the negligence of the pointsman. Here it could not 
be pretended that they were engaged in the same common employment. 
He (the Lord Chancellor) was, therefore, of opinion that the interlocutors 
of the Court below were wrong, and ought to be reversed. The other 
noble and learned lords concurred, and the interlocutors were reversed ac- 
cordingly, but without costs. The case of the widow Reid, and the judg- 
ment, were precisely similar. 








IRON MINING IN CORNWALL. 

Roya, Resroruen Mixe.—To visit and examine the facilities and ex- 
tent of works this mine possesses, a stranger would be led to suppose that 
if iron ore could be wrought to advantage at all in Cornwall this must be 
the place; but it appears it is not so. Both here and at the Grey Mare 
Mine, where they produce the richest iron ore in this part of the country, 
they are unable to compete in the market with the iron mines further west, 
as evidenced by these mines nearly ceasing work after accumulating stock 
at the Royal Mine of between 5000 and 6000 tons, and at the other of 
1700 or 1800 tons; while the western mines were in full activity, and ad- 
vertising for iron miners, their hands being insufficient to provide a supply 
of inineral. Now, here lies a great question, the solution of which would 
undoubtedly be of service, as if the cause be economy in any department it 
might be followed; if not, the impropriety of working iron mines in certain 
sithations should be shown, and the losses and disappointments thereby oc- 
casioned be avoided. At the Royal Restormel Mine no machinery is, or 
ever has been, employed. The ore, in some instances, has been quarried 
from the surface; at present it is raised by means of levels driven into the 
hill. Along these levels are railways laid all the length; the level is driven 
in the country parallel to the lodes. At about every 12 fms. cross-cuts are 
made to the lode, into which the rails diverge, as at sidings on a regular 
railway line; at these cross-cuts are rises and winzes, down which the ore 
is thrown, which the men break in the backs above. The ore falls on a 
floor prepared for the purpose; the tram wagons are run under this floor, 
and are loaded instanter, without the necessity of even shovelling it. A 
horse draws thevore to the bank, where it is washed, and the sparry por- 
tions thrown away; it is then conveyed by rail to the watcr-side. A horse 
is capable of drawing out about 90 tons per day; this involves the labour 
of a boy only to drive the horse. One would suppose nothing could be 
cheaper than this. The price for raising the ore is about 3s. 6d. to 4s. per 
ton of ore, and so abundant is the supply that 100 tons a day have been pro- 
cured, though now but a small quantity is produced, six men only being 
engaged on tribute, and a few employed in driving and opening ground 
for a more prosperous period; the lode varies from 30 to 40 ft. wide, and 
is of itself a curiosity. In the centre runs a leader of gossan, of no value 
for ore, whilst on each side lies the rich iron. Between it and the capels 
this varies from 20 ft. to 20 in. in width; the capels of the lode are of white 
hard quartz. The iron consists of almost every variety—massive, crystal- 
lised, mamilliary, henatitic, fibrous, and stalactitic; associated with it is 
found flesh-coloured jasper, beautiful white soapstone, yellow and crystal- 
lised steatite, and other rare and curious minerals. This mine has long 
been celebrated for the beauty of the specimens to be procured, but they 
are not so numerous now as formerly, the upper levels having been the 
most productive. ‘The lode is north and soath. In prosecuting the works 
several lodes have been met with running contra to it, but none have been 
found productive. The mine has been worked for many years, is the pro- 
perty of the Duchy, and is worked by Messrs. Taylor, who display in all 
the works their well-known ability and care in adopting every improve- 
ment, with a boundless capital and profound experience. It is to be re- 
gretted this mine is gradually discharging the men, and yet accumulating 
their stock of ore at surface, and on the wharves at Lostwithiel and Fowey. 
_ We hope to be enabled shortly to give particulars of some of the western 
iron-works, so as to ascertain where the secret of their apparent prosperity 
lies; for the suspension of works at these two great mines seems to indicate 
anything but encouragement to this branch of Cornish mining industry. 
The slackness of demand in the iron manufacture, we trust, will be but 
temporary, and we hope to see that branch of industry, together with iron 
mining, again flourish. To this end we shall pursue our enquiries, and 
publish the best information we can procure on this interesting subject.

It is at once evident that the standard declined last week 2/. 188., com- 
pared with the sale two months previously, and 62. 4s. compared with the 
corresponding monthly sale. The difference fwo months ago shows a de- 
cline of 6s. per ton of ore last week, and of 9s. compared with the sale a 
month ago. It is said by some that there will be art advance before long 
in the price of copper. If that be so the miner will soort Jiave the benefit 
of a better standard ; but as long as the price of copper remains at 1s. per lb. 
we can scarcely expect that the standard will advance much beyond its 
present rate. There is now less difference between the price of ore copper 
and cake copper than we find upon the average of the whole year’s sales. 
The continued dull state of the metal trade seems to be rather discon- 
raging. Still, with regard to copper, the price is not so much below what 
it was at this time last year as some persons may imagine. We find on 
looking back to the sale on June 11, 1857, that the price giver by the 
smelters that week for ore copper was 88/. 12s. Last week, June 10, the 
price given was 86/s. 6s., being only 2/. 6s. below last year’s corresponding, 
sale, Unfortunately there is not at the present time any great movement 
among the mines in the way of improvement; and this, combined with the 
effect of a falling standard, causes shares generally to somewhat recede im 
price. West Setons, however, are firm, as the mine continues to be highly 
productive. Dolcoath is also doing well, the reserves being of great amount, 
and the mine regarded as a permanent property; for although the profits 
depend on the price of tin, and fall off when tin is very low, yet there is 
no doubt the general and average price of tin will give this mine good 
profits. At the meeting, on Monday, a dividend of 7/. per share was de- 
clared, leaving a balance of 5067, to next account. The ends, stopes, and 
pitches are producing almost 50 tons of tin per month. Great Wheal 
Busy does not prosper so fast as some of its sanguine promoters expected ;

Condurruw has been falling off very much in the ends, but the pitches 
continue good, and the expectations of the adventurers are now’ directed to 
a eaunter lode, which is being worked in the deep adit, and presents a 
highly favourable appearance, being worth at present from 10/. to 13/. per 
fathom for ore. At North Frances, Eales’s shaft is looking very promising 
for ore at greater depth, and it is expected that the new shaft, sinking mt 
the southern ground, will open up anew mine. East Basset shares are 
from 90 to 95, the prospects continuing very good. Wheal Margery 
shares are about 12$. West Basset shares, about 25, and the mine looking 
remarkably well. Wheal Basset and South Frances shares are rather flat. 
West Alfred is reported to be much improving. Providence shares have 
somewhat declined. 

It is reported that the Mining School is about to be resuscitated, and that 

some of the leading landowners of the county have promised liberal sub- 
scriptions. Whether the school is to be continued at Truro or not will be 
a matter for future consideration. It is certainly very desirable that a 
further effort should be made to establish anefficient institution forthe special 
education of those who follow mining pursuits. 
Mr. Micuarn, WiiuraMs, one of the Members for West Cornwall, the 
great capitalist, copper smelter, merchant, and landowner, died on Tuesday 
evening, at his residence at Trevince, in Gwennap. He entered the mining 
and smelting business early in life, and, having been very successful, 
amassed immense wealth, estimated by some at a million sterling, and by 
others at much more than that amount. His business will, no doubt, be 
continued by his family ; but there is every probability, with regard to the 
copper smelting trade, with which he was intimately acquainted, and im 
which he possessed so great an influence with the other smelting companies, 
that his death will open the way to more competition in that profitable 
business. His command of capital, and knowledge of the trade, and de- 
termination of purpose, were such that capitalists who had not his resources, 
and means of information, and experience, hesitated to engage in compe- 
tition with such a master of the trade. Now that he is removed there wilt 
be the less cause for similar hesitation in future, but with what result to 
the miner experience can alone show, for it is the belief of many that 
Mr. Michael Williams, in working out his own interests, not only benefited 
himself, but often, by the largeness of his resources, and his experienced 
foresight, benetited the miner also, and was the means at times of keeping 
up the standard when it would otherwise have fallen. Still, however, in- 
creased competition in a long course of operations is likely to be, on the 
whole, advantageous; it is so in most other pursuits, and is likely to be 
the same in smelting. In a political point of view it was thought that his 
death would have occasioned the stir of a contested election in the western 
division of Cornwall, but at the present moment that is very uncertain. 
The lapse of a few days is likely to reveal the course of events. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT] 

June 17.—We have no important alteration to notice respecting the Coal 
Trade this week, but on the whole its prospects are encouraging, especially 
the export trade, which shows an increase of 10,000 tons for the last month 
as compared with the corresponding month in 1857. That is, the exports 
from Newcastle, and the small ports of Blyth, Amble, Middlesborough, 


&¢., are making great progress in this branch of the trade. We have no 
change to notice in the London trade, either in the price of coal or in the rate of freights— 
indeed, the latter appear to be fixed by an imperial flat at 5s. 3d. per ton, as they have 
ranged at that price, or a shade higher or lower, for a very considerable time. The 
weather for the past week has been extremely warm, whick checks the home consump- 
tion very much. The quantitity of coal sent to London from January 1 to May 31, 1858, 
slightly exceeds the quantity sent in the same period last year, while the quantity sent 
by railways to the same place is less for the present year than for 1857. This is signi- 
ficant, and shows that we are successfully competing with the rail and with collieries 
which send their coals to London by that means. No doubt this is, in a great measure, 
owing to the rapid increase of screw colliers, and the introduction of those vessels has also 
tended to keep the freights at their present low rate. The building of those vessels was 
commenced about six years ago by the Messrs. Palmer, of Jarrow, and up to the present 
time this enterprising firm has built no less than 72 steamers of different sizes and for 
various purposes. A vessel was launched from this place on Saturday which may be 
justly. styled the Leviathan of the Tyne; it is built and finished in the very best style. 
The launch was effected in the most satisfactory manner in the presence of several thou- 
sand persons; it was, indeed, a most cheering sight, and a proud day for the Tyne, and 
it may be justly said that the enterprising firm who have completed this splendid vessel 
are deserving the greatest credit. There can be little doubt that eventually they and 
others will raise the character of the Tyne for iron shipbuilding to the very highest 
point ; and with respect to another very important branch of manufacture, the building 
of marine engines to propel those vessels, they have made very great progress. Tho 
engines of the Hudson are the largest screw direct-acting engines ever built, and the 
cylinders ure 6 inches larger than those of the Leviathan. 

Another vessel, the Weser, is to be finished ina short time, of the same dimensions as 
the Hudson. The launch of such vessels as these must show that in the Tyne important 
progress is being made. The vessel, after being launched, was placed in the large basin 
of the Northumberland Dock, where her compasses ure to be adjusted ; and it is ex- 
tremely gratifving that a dock capable of giving such accommodation has been found in 
the Tyne. After the launch a dinner took place, attended by a large number ef ladies 
and gentlemen, and, after this, speeches were made, bearing more or !ess ou the trade 
and manufactures of the Tyne, by a number of influential zentlemen present ; and in that 
of Mr. Palmer, the head of the firm, some observations were made which ars very Te- 
markableand worthy of notice. He lamented that those ships were not intended for the 
British mercantile marine, of which they would have beeg an ornament, but built for a 
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foreign company, and to sail under a foreign flag. He also stated that they had been em- 
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ployed for some time only on foreign account, and that the cause of this was mainly 
owing to the vexatious regulations of the British Government ; and what is still more 
striking, some of the large vessels they had launched had been transferred from the 
British to the foreign flag. in order to evade the annoyance of our Governmént officials.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES.

not all the expedients adopted t» prevent suspending operations altogether 
can much longer avail without the demand is restored. Wages have been 
re duced, the hands put upon short time, and a strict supervision exercised over the work- 
Ime expenses ; but these things cannot atone for an absence of support from consumers ; 
and masters would, of course, much prefer to be in a position to increase their staff of 
men, and pay them full wages, rather than be compelled to act as they are now doing. It 
18 true that the trade done in tin here is nothing as compared with iron or copper, but 
still it forms an appreciable item, and tends to increase the wealth and importance of the 
district. The news that another reduction has this week taken place in tin will not, we 
fear, tend to increase the prosperity of our makers, but a reaction from the present state 
of things must eventually take place, and there is no alternative but to wait patiently 
for this desirable event. . 

Fortunately, we are enabled to write in a more s atisfactory strain with respect to the 
Iron Trade. For this metal the demand cannot long be held back, nor is it in the power 
©f competition to cause a material or permanent slackness here. We have not yet got 
back the American enquiry, nor do orders flow in from the Coutinent as we are accus- 
tomed to receive them; but there is a decided change for the better perceptible now 
The Tredegar and Ebbw Vale Works are well employed, especially in iron for railway 
Purposes, while in the other valley the Blaenaven Company have reason to feel more 
satisfied with their prospects. At Blaina, too, affairs wear a more cheerful aspect. In 
Glamorganshire we find «similar state of things. The Aberdare masters find their posi- 
tion becoming more satisfactory, and the furnaces are kept well at work in Dowlais and 
Merthyr. We do not say that in any of these spots is actual briskness experienced, but 
there ls a hearer approach to it than we have seen since the panic. It will yet take some 
time to bring matters back to their old state, but we are at present going the right road, 
and it can be confidently said that we no longer find ourselves retrograding. 

Returns have just been made public which show that the shipping trade of the three 
principal ports—Cardiff, Nevrport,and swansea—is on the increase. Incoasting vessels 
Newport is very little below Cardiff (we refer, of course, principally to the traffic in coal 
and iron), but she starids far beneath in the number of ships which leave the port with 
foreign cargoes.

The Messrs. Burnley are under large contract 
engagements to supply the West Riding Asylum, the Wakefield Gas House, &c. ; but it 
is understood that they will be assisted in these by the other colliery proprietors of the 
district, whose men are not on strike. A large meeting of colliers has been held at Stan- 
ley Ferry, when propositions were made to accept a reduction of 10 instead of 15 per cent. 

The Mill Dam Mining Company have commenced the sinking of the shaft. There 
were five companies tendered for the first six fathoms, but their claims were too high, 
and the work was commenced on Monday last by day-work, 18 men being employed. 
The shaftis to be 12 ft. by 8 ft. when walled.

The decrease on the Eastern Counties amounted to 697/.; on the Great Northern to 
1591/.; on the Great Western to 3510/.; on the London and North-Western to 75397. ; 
on the Londonand Blackwall! to 51/.; on the London, Brighton, and South Const to 429/.; 
on the London and South-Western to 2982/7. ; on the South-Eastern to 307/,—total, 16,0261. 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 261,748/., and for 
the corresponding week of last vear to 271,592/., showing a decrease of 9344/., which, 
added to the decrease on the metropolitan lines, makes the total decrease 25,8701., as com- 
pared with the corresponding week of 1857.

eligible spot on the line. Large works are already erected for sawing and “ pickling” 
the timber to be used. The occasion was celebrated in a simple manner by a band of 
music parading the streets in the evening, and by the site of operations being decorated 
with flags. The display would probably have been more extensive but for the demise 
of Mr. Thomas Foster, whose sudden death cast a gloom over the town in which he has 
lived respected and honoured for so many years. This Cornish railway, we hope, will 
now be really persevered in until complete: its influence on Cornwall and its mining in- 
terests can scarcely be over-rated. 





Recent Goip Discoveries.—This new El Dorado, the discovery of 
which has been productive of great excitement in the adjacent territories, extends from 
the vicinity of Fort Colville in a north-westerly direction towards Fort Thompson and 
Shuswap Lake, in latitude from 48 to 50 north, and longitude 116 to 121 west. If this be 
correct there must be a range of territory of about 130 miles in length by 100in breadth, 
more or less rich in the precious metal. Gold has been found in considerable quantities 
on the Pend "Oreille river, and on the Okanagon and its tributaries. The richest dig- 
ings are at the Shuswap Lake; the gold there is coarser, however, than that at Pend 
"Oreille, which is 17 or 18 carats fine, while that from the Shuswap is only of the value 
from 18 to 18°50 cents pw oz. The greatest portion which has been obtained is from 
surface diggings. Some miners at the Pend "Oreille have, however, dug to the shelf of 
the rock, and been successful; two persons in the course of five days obtained with a 
common rocker gold dust of the value of 23000. About 100 persons have been engaged in 
mining pursuits during the past winter. To reach these deposits from England it could 
he done, ria New York and Panama,in about 40 days. The expense by the steam routes 
is very considerable, and the passage across the Isthmus excessively unhealthy; the 
voyage round Cape Horn takes from 160 to 190 davs, and is very tedious. The overland 
route is only practicable in summer, and passengers wonl nve to leave Canada before 
the commencement of July. It is idle at present to speculate upon what benefit this 
hitherto comparatively unknown colony will derive from the discovery of the gold fields. 
It ia expected that in due course of time lines of steamers will be running to San Fran- 
cisco; a Pacific railroad to Quebec will be formed, making the Red River a half-way 
station tothe Pacific, with steamers on the Saskewatchan and Lake Winnepeg, shorten- 
ing the overland route one-half. The truth of the various reports is verified by the latest 
news from the Wnited States. June 5. We learn that official information has been com- 
municated to the American President, confirming the discoveries in Washington terri- 
tory. Previous to any exodns taking place, we would request our countrymen not to neg- 
lect Californian and Australian experiences, but to wait till some further reliable infor- 
mation appears. In the meanwhile, it isthe duty of the Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies to provide such means as will secure life and property, and prevent the recurrence 
of those disorders, and that disorganisation of society, which occurred at the discovery 
of the gold regions both in our own territories and that of our neighbours,

THE AUSTRALIAN MAIL. 

The Australian mail is at length close at home, and that portion which 
is transmitted vid Marseilles was delivered in London on Wednesday mory_ 
ing. The dates are from Adelaide and Sydney to April 10, a4 from Mel. 
bourne to April 15. The departure of the June mail from Enyland, »;, 
Marseilles, ought, in due course, to have taken place on Wednesday even. 
ing, but the Post-office authorities postponed the making up of the hap: for 
24 hours, so that the London merchants had an opportunity of ackndy- 
ledzing the receipt of letters from their colonial correspondents, but those 
in the provinces would have much difficulty in doing so, even with the aid 
of the telegraph. This constant irregularity in our postal intercourse with 
Australasia is becoming a crying evil, both at home and in the colony 
Victoria has assumed the initiative in the matter, by passing a resolution 
expressive of the wish of the colony that the Imperial Government wou) 
at once cancel the contract under which the postal service is performed 
The February mail from England had not reached its destination, and wa, 
eight days overdue at Melbourne, when the April mail left. 

‘The subject of great and, indeed, almost absorbing interest at Mel}. 
bourne was the opening of the tenders for the construction of the two rail. 
way lines from Melbourne to the River Murray, and from Geelong to Bal. 
larat. Mr. Durry, the President of the Board of Land and Works, po. 
solved that the opening of those documents should be conducted jn a 
public manner, which had given great satisfaction to the public at large, 
and added much, it is stated, to the popularity of the new Ministry. Ty. 
event took place before the Governor, the members of the Executive, the 
contractors interested, and the reporters of the press. There were 89 tep- 
ders sent in for the projected railways in sections, and three for the entire 
lengths. It was agreed that the gross sums, merely with the names of the 
parties tendering, should be registered, and the documents handed over to 
Captain Paster, President of the Road Board ; Mr. Lica, the newly. 
appointed Surveyor-General ; and Mr. Darsysurre, the Railway Engi- 
neer-in-Chief. The tenders were opened on March 29, and those yentle- 
men had been occupied ever since, with all the available staff from the 
Government departments, in analysing each tender separately, so as to ar- 
rive at a correct decision; and it had been announced that they will not 
be finished with their labours for at least a week longer. The entire dis- 
tance of the two lines. will be 206 miles. It was not supposed that the Go- 
vernment would decide upon accepting the whole of even one line at first; 
and that they will consider it most judicious to go on with only one or two 
sections until they ascertain how the funds may be raised. As it is, they 
find that the special funds in the Treasury for railway purposes have b en 
exhausted on the Williamstown line, with some heavy demands for ji- 
ported plant, and contractors’ work coming due. To meet these contin- 
gencies the first act of the Treasury has been to bring down a message 
from the Governor to the Legislative Assembly, advising that body to ap. 
propriate the sum of 250,000/. out of the consolidated revenue, until such 
time as the Government raise means by the disposal of debentures. This 
motion was agreed to, on the first night of assembly, nem con. 

When the tenders were opened there was amongst them a letter from 
Sir S. Morton Pero, on behalf of himself and partner, to undertake the 
construction of the lines upon terms to be arranged by engineers appointed 
by themselves on the one hand, and the Colonial Government on the other. 
This proposal was not entertained, however, as it did not accord with the 
terms of the"advertisement. The letter itself was handed in by Mr. Ga- 
BRIELLI, the gentleman who formerly negociated the loans for the muni- 
cipal councils of Geclong and Melbourne. He arrived on the wings of th 
favourable news from the London money market. |I[t was understood that 
he had assured the Executive that there will be no difficulty in negociating 
the stock, if entrusted to him ; and that he would make a better bargain 
than anybody else. 

The Melbourne and Hobson Bay Company continue to prosper, and 
their stock is quoted at 74} for old, and 70 for new shares. Nothing de- 
finite had ranspired with regard to the exchange of the Geelong and Mel- 
bourne stock for Government debentures ; and it was difficult to say (our 
correspondent writes) how the new Ministry will treat in the matter until 
they have decided upon the mode of paying the contractors for the Go- 
vernment railways. The general feeling was that they will confirm the 
proposition of the preceding Ministry. Meanwhile there had been a meet- 
ing of the shareholders at Geelong to submit the whole case to the Eng- 
lish shareholders, binding themselves not to close any negociation without 
their sanction. The permanent way had been improved at faulty places, 
and the whole of it was now in very good order. 

More than nsual attention had been given to the question of gold pro- 
duction, and it was considered that a more extensive and better system ot 
mining would be adopted generally in the gold fields. ‘The Government 
had promised to give the matter its best consideration, and had evinced 
disposition to meet the matter liberally, so as to secure the progressive ‘le- 
velopment of the mines. Gold mining by machinery had been found to 
offer such prospects of success that Mr. GABRIELLI had originated a 
scheme of a company with a capital of 1,000,000/. The objects of which 
will be “to give the miners the opportunity of obtaining capital at a mo 
derate interest, to purchase the cheapest and most effective machinery, 
and of prosecuting their work upon the most economic principle, at the 
same time to secure fair remuneration for the use of the capital.” 

Considerable activity prevailed in the gold market, and the demand for 
shipment was large. The banks had been purchasing at prices caleu 
lated on the basis of 3/. 13s. 3d. per oz. for standard, which brings the 
cost delivered in England to from 3/. 17s. 5}d. to 3/7. 17s. 84d., according 
to the route of conveyance. The brokers’ quotations at Melbourne were, 
for Castlemaine and Sandhurst gold, 3/. 15s. to 3/. 15s. 6d.; Mount Ko- 
rong, 3/. 15s. to 3/. 15s. 9d.; Dineolly, Maryborough, Fiery Creek, and 
Ovoca, 3/7.

The steamer Victoria also 
brought gold to Suez for this country to the value of 113,700/., and which 
will come forward, via Southampton, with the heavy portion of the mail.

GOVERNMENT SCHOOL OF MINES.

There is a large speclinen of it in the museum, 
which was obtained from Trenance. The red oxide of copper is likewise a valuable ore ; 
vefure the blowpipe it is fusible, and melts in a sea-green glass. Another variety of cop- 
per, which was useful for ornamental purposes, was the kind called malachite, or 
green carbonate ; and when this was found in large slabs, or in such forms that it could 
te worked, it was highly valuable. He need not recall to their attention the malachite 
qoors which were displayed in the Russian Court at the Great Exhibition of 1851, The 
most remarkable deposits of this mineral are in the Ural Mountains, but it is by no 
weans confined to this locality, as it has been obtained from several other places, among 
which he might allude to the tumous Burra Burra Mines, in South Australia, [t gene- 
rily contained about 72 per cent. of copper, and was not difficult to smelt. Of the blue 
groonate,—furmerly some very beautiful specimens were found at the mines of Chessy, 
year Lyons,—these were crystallised in several forms, occasionally massive, though in 
nany instances columnar and tubular, The black oxide of copper is of brownish or 
buckish colour; it has been found at Chessy in small quantitics, and has likewise been 
owserved in many mines In Cornwall, as well as in Siberia and Veru, The blue carbon- 
ate often accompanies the green; a pseudo-morphous change is, however, constantly 
tuking place, and painters, when they have laid on a sky-blue colour, may in course of 
time find this changed togreen. A mineral very similar in its character to malachite, 
at which is very rare and seldom met with, is chrysocolla; this contains a large quan- 
tity of silica and water. Another variety of copper ore is dinptose, which crystallises in 
eix-sided prisms, having a hardness of five. The mineral called linarite, so denominated 
from Linares, in Spain, is a cupreous sulphate, possessing a fine lustre, nearly adaman- 
tine and translucent; this is likewise met with at Lead Hills, in Scotland, and where it 
is decomposed, burrows which have been abandoned have paid the cost of re-picking. 
Iu the district of Redruth, copper glance, or red ruthite, is souetimes found in consider- 
avle quantities ; its hardness is from 24% to 4, has a black hue, varying to a lead-grey 
tint, contains about 75 to 80 per cent. of copper, and is an extremely valuable mineral 
fir sulphur, The principal localities of this are Redruth, Camborne, Botallack Mine, 
near the Land’s End, St. Ives Consols, Levant, and the copper mines of Knockmahon, 
near Kilmacthomas, in the county of Waterford ; it has likewise been discovered in Ger- 
many and Tuscany, but in comparatively few localities in Hungary. The yellow copper 
pyrites is the most abundant of the ores of this valuable mineral, and generally, where 
it appeared lasting, many persons were apt to confound it with iron pyrites, from which 
jt materially differed —its hardness is from 34% to 4 in its pure state, and contains about 
4 per cent. of copper; occcasionally it may be observed at the surface, but more com- 
monly at depth, it assumes varieties of colours, and some beautiful specimens of it are 
denominated peacock ore, this, however, must not be mistaken for the purple, called by 
the Germans “* buntkupfererz ;” this is found in the cubical fourm, the fracture is uneven, 
and the hardness 3. The presence of this rich ore at surface often leads to great mis- 
takes, persons are apt to believe that if they find this at grass it will hold in depth, the 
consequence has been that many mines which have been opened in the hopes that they 
contain this mineral have had to be abandoned, and thereby great expenses have been 
incurred unnecessarily, owing to a want of proper knowledge. Some considerable quan- 
tities have lately been found in the mines of Monte Catini, in Tuscany. Grey copper 
ore, as it is commonly called, though this is not a correct appellation, is valuable for the 
large quantity of silver it contains, in many instances varying from 25 to 30 per cent. ; 
mercury is often one of its constituents, as much as 13 per cent, of that mineral being 
hand in it. The variety called atacomite, a muriate of copper crystallised in the rhombic 
prismatic form, is fouand at Remolinos, in Chili, and the Atacama Desert, in Peru, from 
whence it derives its cognomen; its other localities are the iron mines of Schwartzen- 
berg, in Saxony, and the lavas of Mount Vesuvius, where its f{.rmation arises from the 
combination of muriatic acid and carbonate of copper. Condurite, which is found at Carn 
Brea, is imagined to be an arseniate of copper. Olivenite is a combination of arsenic 
acid and copper; some forty years since great quantities of this inineral were raised from 
tunes near Redruth, but it is now comparatively scarce. Copper mica is sometimes 
ailed calcopholite—harduess from 1 to 14g; the primary form is a right rhombic prism, 
and it is found in cavities of calamine, associated with barytes and calcareous spar, in 
‘veria, Tyrol, Hungary, and Derbyshire. There were several other ores of copper, but 
those he pointed out were the varieties which, in the course of their investigations, they 
mught expect to come in contact with 
With regard to silver, this, as they were uware, was of great value. The ores of this 
mineral when blended with mercury were of no little importance; owing, however, in 
laany cases, to their not being recognised, they were often neziected. Native silvercry- 
tailises in the cubical form, sometimes it is drawn out very fine, is capillary, and ar- 
borescent. The native silver which is got from the famous mines of Kongsberg, in Nor- 
Way, contains proportions of antimony and mercury ; these crystals sometimes become 
tarnished that they resemble native copper. It is met assoviated with iron pyrites, 
blende, quartz, felspar, and occasionally with selenite. Chloride, or horn-silver, is gene- 
rally found in inecrustations, and is so soft that it yields to the slightest seratch. Its 
fie is of greenish cast, and can easily be distinguished by its very great fusibility ; it is 
and in some few mines in England, and at the Channel Islands. The bromide of silver 
contains about 80 per cent. A very valuable mineral is silver «lance, which is of a dark 
leul-grey colour, With an iridescent tarnish; this crystallisés in the cube, but often as- 
suines Various other furms, and is found to contain from 84 to 90 per cent. of silver. It 
ls met with in mines in the eastern part of Coruwall, near Callington, and at Dolcoath, 
iu Freiberg, in Hungary, and in South America. The principal spot where it has been 
discovered is at Guanaxuato, in Mexico, where silver mines are worked. Another va- 
Hlety is Stephanite, so called from one of the Austrian archdukes, its hardness 244, spec. 
grav. 6; the places where it is met with is South America, Saxony, and Hungary. Po- 
lybosite is a very uncommon mineral, of an iron-black colour. Red or ruby silver is 
cometimes found of a dark, at others of a light reddish hue; the crystals of this are very

In Siberia it is found with brown iron ore; that produced in the North Mines, in the 
states bordering on the Atlantic, was very rich, but obtained only in small quantities. 
He had not heard that any of those mines worked by English companies had afforded 
very favourable results. Gold has been discovered in numerous other localities, and on 
the Rhine, the Rhone, and Danube; at the last place by the gipsies, who for a long pe- 
riod have had settlements on the banks of the river. The discoveries in the Ural Moun- 
tains were of comparatively recent date, being about 30 years since. 

Piatinum is only met with in a few localities where gold is found associated with iron, 
principally in the Ural Mountains and South America; it has been stated likewise that 
it has been discovered in the French Alps and New Granada. In Russia it has been 
coined; and its use for chemical vessels, owing to its infusibility, is well known, Pal- 
ladium is found always associated with it. Iridium is likewise discovered in Siberia, 
the colour manufactured from it being used as a pigment for painting porcelain. Osmium 
is another metal but little known. The natural alloy of iridium and osmium occasions 
small, irregular, and flattened grains, which have a shining metallic lustre, but are of a 
somewhat paler steel-grey colour than native platina, and are harder, It is extensively 
used in the manufacture of gold pens, for pointing the nibs, us being harder than steel, 
and not so liable to corrosion. The lectures were illustrated by diagrams and specimens. 
In conclusion, the lecturer inpressed ou them the necessity of carefully studying mi- 
nerals in situ, wherever they had an opportunity. Many specimens might be found in 
old burrows which would be of use to thein, and they should lose no opportunity of turn- 
ing these over, investigating their characteristics, and the rocks with which they were 
associated ; at the same time he would recommend them carefully to study the different 
works on the subject, but it would be of little avail without practical research, and this 
could only be attained by unwearied diligence and sedulous attention.

BENDING AND SHarinc Metacs.—Joseph Bunnett, Deptford, proposes 
to construct a machine for bending strips of plate iron in lengths for forming revolving 
iron shutters, or other purposes, so that by a combined action revolving dies are made to 
press simultaneously on each side of the strip or lath of plate iron, turning both edges 
and forming the lath complete at one operation, thereby saving more than half the time 
now occupied by the present machinery, which only turns one edge at each operation ; 
much time is also necessarily lost in changing the beds or fences before the other edge 
can be tarned, which is avoided by these improvements. The pressure on both sides 
being perfectly equal, there is less trouble in holding the lath during the operation, and 
no tendency to disfigure the same; the work is more accurately performed, and the 
machine is more readily adjusted than the furmer one for the same purpose. Another 
portion of his improvements consists in the method of cutting the strips from the sheet 
iron, which require to be parallel and perfectly straight on the edges, This is effected 
by the sheet of iron being placed on a travelling bed, working on parallel guides with 
groove rollers; the sheet of iron being placed on the travelling bed is heid flat on it by a 
tension truss, actuated by a screw at one end and a coiled spring at the other, which re- 
leases the lath when the screw is turned back ; the sheet being thus fastened on the tra- 
velling bed, is pushed up to a pair of circular shears, and the bed is drawn gradually along 
as the strip or lath is cut off. Another portion of the invention consists in a combina- 
tion of rollers for the purpose of flattening and stiffening the plates before being cut up 
into strips, and also for flattening and stiffening the strips and laths after they are cut off, 


Rau.ways.—Mr. J. B. Mirio, Paris, proposes to connect the rails by 
two short plates, or fishes, secured to the rails by bolts and nuts or screws or otherwise, 
and placing this joint upon or in a notch in a sleeper, and applying a block or strut of 
wood on each side of the rails. The blocks are fixed to the sleeper by screws passing 
through small plates or saddles placed on the blocks. 


Rartways.—Mr. James Murpliy, Newport, proposes to make a fish-plate 
by first taking a fiat-iron plate of from 2 to 3 ft. in length, by about 10 in. wide, on the 
centre of which the ends of tworails of a railway will rest longitudinally, and having rolled 
out or cast a pair of plates in such wise that one may be placed on each side of the rail 
covering the plate first mentioned, and running up the rail until they arrive under the top 
thereof, and fitting exactly the form or shape of the rail and serving to support the same, 
the joint of the rails being in the centre of the plate first mentioned, and now supported by 
the plates, the combination is to be secured or fastened together ; this he proposes to effect 
by passing several screw bolts through the lower and one of the upper plates, and secur- 
ing the same by nuts to allow the removal of the rail when required; the plate on the 
other side will be rivetted only. To secure the upper portions of the supporting plates with 
the rail he passes from four to six (or even more if required) screw bolts through both the 
plates and the rails (on each side of the joints of the rails), and secure them with nuts, or in 
any other convenient and safe manner. He also proposes to place (where it is considered de- 
sirable to provide against the jar of metal against metal) thin strips of wood between 
the plates and sides of rails, the bolts passing through both metal and wood. 


Courtine Raiutway Carriaces.—Mr, J. Williams, Neath, proposes to 
employ two supplementary draw-bars connected to the same draw-spring as the regular 
draw-bar. He employs side couplings, or safety chains, and connects them to the sup- 
plementary bars. 


Sprincs ror Borinc Rops.—Mr. R. E. Hodges has recently applied 
his vulcanised rubber accumulators with great success to the construction of springs for 
boring rods. He uses a pair of shackles, composed of 11 plates of iron 10 in. wide, and 
Min. thick, kept apart by 44 in. boards ; the ends of the plates project, beyond the boards 
and have holes for the reception of bolts to pass through the eyes of the 60 simple accu- 
mulators of which his “compound accumulator” is composed. Each accumulator is 
about 34 in. in diameter, 18 in. long, and when stretched to 744 ft. will support 56 Ibs. 
Only a small number of accumulators are necessarily required to commence operations, 
anda larger number is gradually attached as the weight of the rodincreases. When the 
whole 60 are in the shackles the rubber will be stretched to about 74% ft. by a rod of 
80 ewts. Mr. Hodges is enabled to vary the power ef his accumulators from 1 Ib. to 500 
horse power, and the lengths to work through any distance. Ten compound accumu- 
lators, each a foot long, and each weighing 100 Ibs., will support 100 tons. The value of 
the invention cannot be questioned, as it supplies a cheap, durable, and effective power 


Tue Strate or THE THames.—All attempts to purify the Thames have 
proved such total failures, that even the House of Commons almost ridicule the idea of 
making any further efforts with respect to it; it is stated, however, that a company is 
about to be formed which will remedy the evil without any engineering works being 
requisite. It is supposed that were the almost continual splashing of paddle-wheels 
done away with the objectionable matter in the Thames would sink, and be gradually 
carried downward by the stream during the ebb tide ; and acting upon this supposition, 
Measrs. Ruthven, of Edinburgh, proposed a plan of propulsion, which consists in draw- 
ing the water in a continuous stream from a canal along the bottom of the vessel and 
ejecting it beneath or at the water-line at the side. The result is that the vessel pro- 
ceeds without agitating the water at all. The invention was tried in Scotland, and on 
the Spree experiments were m ude to ascertain whether it could not ultimately be intro- 
duced into the Prussian fleet. In both instances it gave the greatest satisfaction ; but 
the state of commercial affairs has prevented it being fully developed. It is said that 
no power is wasted, and a vessel can, with this invention applied, be made to turn 
in a circle whose diameter is scarcely greater than its length. We shall give a more 
ainple description of the invention in our next.
